The Listing Of Claims: 

1 . (Currently amended) A method of processing an interrupt disable instructio n included in a 
program instruction sequence , comprising: 

fetching an interrupt disable instruction from the sequence including an operand 
specifying a number of cycles for disabling interrupt processing; and 
executing the instruction. 

2. (Original) The method according to claim 1 wherein the instruction operand is the number. 
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
